A Normal Crop of Boll Weevil Indi­ 
cated for 1926 
Some section of the cotton area of 
the United States now 
face 
a very 
serious infestation of 
boll 
weevil, 
wrhile the vast majority of the cotton 
area has a t least a normal crop of 
weevil, according to a report of the 
United States Department of Agri­ 
culture issued March 30, 
from 
the 
experiment station at Tallulah, La. 
The examination on which this report 
is based were made to determine the 
survival of boll weevils in hiberna­ 
tion, and indicate that 
the climatic 
conditions so unfavorable to the boll 
weevil during the past 
two 
years 
have 
been 
largely 
overcome. 
Of 
couroue. these records only show the 
initial 
emergence of weevils 
from 
hibernation and the final factor in de­ 
termining the damage will bs 
ths 
summer climatic conditions. 
Since another crop of cotton 
as 
large as th at produced 
in the world 
last year is likely to bring about low­ 
er prices, it would seem that any fac­ 
tor which might tend to increase 
or 
reduce the production of cotton, if it 
could be foreseen before the planting 
season, would probably influence the 
acreage devoted to that crop. 
Should 
weevil damage generally 
over 
the 
South be normal this 
year, as now 
seems likely, the consequent lessen­ 
ed production may mean a more fa­ 
vorable m arket for the Missouri crop 
than would otherwise prevail. Losses 
due to weevil damage in Missouri, so 
far have been hardly noticeable, and 
if this condition continue« Missouri 
growers should be favored in years 
when weevil damage ds great in oth­ 
er sections of ths country. For these 
reasons it may 
pay 
ths 
Missouri 
farm er to bs informed as to ths pros­ 
pect for heavy weevil infestation in 
the South as a guide in deciding up­ 
on ths acreage to devote to cotton.

Soybeans will prove a great help 
this year to the many Missouri farm ­ 
ers who face the emergencies result­ 
ing from a wet fall followed by our 
cold, late spring. 
In the place eith­ 
er of wheat, oats or corn 
the soy­ 
beans crop can be turned into a valu 
uable source of income—either as a 
protein-rich forage crop or as a grain 
crop. 
In replacing corn, soybeans 
are 
especially useful since 
they 
allow 
more time to get the crop in. 
For 
hay a growing 
season 
of 80 to 90 
days is all that is necessary to pro­ 
duce a good crop, and good yields 
have been secured in 70 days.

would allow them to be sown as late 
as July 1 bo 10.

Us­ 
ually the wheat has to be sacked at 
once and the ground plowed, or if it 
will work well it may be thorough­ 
ly disked.

Jefferson City, April 13.—The pol­ 
icy of the Missouri State 
Highway 
Commission regarding futuure 
bond 
issues for state road work was an­ 
nounced today in a resolution adopt­ 
ed by that body unanimously. 
The 
commission is against 
any further 
bond issue after 'the $60,000,0Q0 bond 
issue is expended next year, on 
the 
ground that the rapidly augmenting 2 
cents per gallon tax on gasoline and 
the increasing revenue from registra­ 
tion of motor vehicles will enable the 
state to complete the system 
after 
1927 on the “pay-as-you-go” plan. 
Following is text of the resolution 
adopted by the commission this after­ 
noon declaring its policy: 
“Whereas, the last of the $60,000,- 
000 bonds will be sold in 1927, and, 
Whereas, the anticipated 
revenue 
which will be derived from automobile 
registration fees and the gasoline tax 
will, in the judgment of the 
Chief 
Engineer, permit the 
present state 
road system of 7640 miles to be com­ 
pleted in 1932 to 19*34 and all coun­ 
ties and political subdivisions to be 
refunded in cash or additional road 
for work which they have done on the 
state road system, and; 
“Whereas, the Chief Engineer es­ 
timates that the 
department 
will 
have available for construction pur­ 
poses 
about 
$15,000,000 
for 1927, 
which 
amounft 
includes 
$5,000,000 
bonds, $10,0000,000 in 1928, $11,000,- 
000 in 1929, and from $12,000,000 to 
$14,000,000 each 
year 
until 
about 
1934, and; 
“Whereas, this provides a very sub­ 
stantial construction program, and; 
“Whereas, many of the routes will 
be made all-weather highways prior 
to 1930, and; 
“Whereas, under date of October 
14, 1924, this commission made public 
a statement that if proposition 
No. 
5, which was voted upon November 
4, 1924, carried, no additional bonds 
or property tax would be necessary 
to finish the present state road sys­ 
tem of 7640 miles, and; 
“Whereas, the inepme from auto­ 
mobile registration fees and gasoline 
tax has always exceeded the contem­ 
plated income from this source, and; 
“Whereas, in the judgment of 
the 
commission, based upon the present 
outlook 
indicates 
that 
Missouri’s 
future road building program can be 
much more economically financed on 
the pay-as-you-go basis after all of 
the $60,000,000 bonds have been sold, 
therefore

It resolved 
that this 
commission favor the plan to con­ 
tinue to preserve the pay-as-you-go 
policy after the present $60,000.000 
road bonds have been sold”.

L. 
Newton 
Wylder of Kansas City as chief coun­ 
sel for the commission was received. 
No reason was assigned by Wylder 
foT resigning. 
He has been counsel 
for the commission since its organiza­ 
tion. 
It was suggested by Chairman 
Gary that Elliott Marshall of Chilli- 
cothe should be elected if the resig­ 
nation was accepted. 
It was not ac­ 
cepted by the commission, as 
Com­ 
missioner Stephens suggested that if 
a successor was elected he should re­ 
side in Jefferson City. 
The commission elected Edward J. 
McGrew of Lexington as secretary 
to fill the vacancy that has existed 
since the retirement of Edwin S. Aus­ 
tin last May.

Democrats, Klan and anti-Klan Dem­ 
ocrats and all the other kinds there 
are, that they gain nothing 
by 
a 
factionalism which premits the 
Re­ 
publicans to carry the State in gen­ 
eral elections. 
Candidates for the nominations for 
State offices 
were 
invited to 
the 
meeting yesterday, and asked to con­ 
duct their campaigns free from per­ 
sonalities and bittrness which would 
carry over into the general election 
campaign to plague the party 
and 
benefit the Republicans. 
The candidates 
were told that a 
nomination waB worthless unless the 
candidate could win in the 
general 
election; that any candidate who won 
his nomination by bitter personal a t­ 
tacks on hiB opponent and thus made 
thousands of personal 
enemies 
for 
himself among his opponents’ 
sup­ 
porters, might just as well not have 
the nomination. 
The candidates present agreed to 
be good all through 
the 
campaign, 
and undoubtedly really were in earn­ 
est in their agreement. 
It is more the 1928 campaign than 
the one this year to which the Dem­ 
ocratic organization is looking, tho’ 
it is proceeding on the theory that a 
failure in 1926 will mean virtually a 
collapse of the party 
organization, 
and that 1928 will be 
hopeless.

tion agronomists suggest, therefore, 
that the grain b e seeded in that order. 
At the Neb raska station, at Lincoln, 
the b est results have b een secured b y 
seeding small grain during the last 
week in March or the first week in 
April. 
Eastern Neb raska corresponds 
in season to much of Iowa and Illinois 
and other middle-western stutes, and 
the Neb raska recommendations ought 
to b e of Interest to farmers through­ 
out the Middle West 
Results at the Neb raska station in 
dlcate that the b est rates of seeding 
per acre are eight to ten pecks for 
oats, six pecks for spring wheat and 
eight to ten pecks for b arley . 
Little 
difference in y ield was found b etween 
b roadcasting and drilling. 
From the standpoint of using the 
grains as nurse crops, the average 
date of ripening is of interest.

Milk House Is Decided 
Advantage to Dairy man 
A milk house on the dairy farm 
properly fitted with separator, tester, 
hot and cold water and Ice b ox with 
sink and drains Is a decided advan 
tage to the dairy man, b ut many of us 
are unab le to afford such equipment 
Many of us have milk houses supplied 
with well water b ut may not have 
Ice. An Ice b ouse with Ice supply Is 
a thing to look forward to b ut without 
one It is necessary to keep the cream 
at a low temperature until It Is made 
Into b utter or taken to the creamery . 
If n4 milk house Is on the farm, a 
handy place can b e fitted up for tem­ 
porary use In caring for the cream b y 
enclosing the windmill frame. 
The 
four posts make a good framework 
for support and an opening can b e 
left for the rod to work through at the 
top. 
This will keep the sun off and 
the running water will keep the place 
quite cool. 
The door should b e kept 
closed either b y a spring or a weight 
on a rope so the wind will not whip It 
open. This little precaution will also 
avert the danger of leaving It open 
b y carelessness and will help to keep 
out the files. 
With a good floor and troughs ar 
ranged for drainage it can b e made 
quite sanitary . 
A tank can b e ob ­ 
tained having a lid, and large enough 
to set two or four large cream cans 
In, and b y running the pipe directly 
from the pump lqto this tank then an­ 
other pipe from there out Into the 
stock tank the water will b e kept cir­ 
culating and cool and keep the cream 
at a reasonab ly low temperature. Such 
an equipment 
as this is quite cheap 
and will answer the pumose very 
nicely until a milk house can b e b uilt.

Impo rtant Facto rs 
in Care o f Bee« 


Much Depends o n Activ ity 
o f Bees and Weather. 


(Prepared b r the United State* Department 
of Agriculture.) 
The annual crop of 
a colony ef- 
honey b eea is dependent upon a co n­ 
siderab le numb er of factors, part deal­ 
ing with the activities of the b ees and 
part resulting from the various 
ex - 
' ternal factors Influencing the 
secre­ 
tion of nectar b y the honey plants of 
the locality . Weather suitab le for the 
secretion of nectar and the storing of 
lt b y the b eed is one of these Impor­ 
tant factors. Although the 
weather 
ts b ey ond the control of the b eekeep­ 
er, a knowledge of the Influence o f 
weather factors upon honey crops 
In 
various parts of the country will 
be 
of great value in developing the 
beet 
b eekeeping 
region 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
To gain this knowledge lt 
is first 
of all necessary to keep certain col­ 
onies under ob servation, recording at 
frequent and regular intervals 
the 
wslght of etch, and recording such ao 
company ing phenomena of the weath­ 
er as may reasonab ly b e supposed to 
influence either the secretion of nec­ 
tar or the activities of the bees. The 
results of making 
a careful record 
of this kind with two colonies of bees 
at the b ee culture lab oratory of the 
b ureau o f entomology , and the mathe­ 
matical analy sis of the records kept, 
are Included ln United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture Bulletin No. 1888, 
"The Effect o f Weather Upo n the 
Change in Weight of a Colony o f 
Bees During the Honey Flow," by 
James I. Hamb leton, apiculturlst 
In 
charge of the b ee culture Investiga­ 
tions of the department. The b ulle­ 
tin Is of technical lntereet to b eekeep­ 
ers and others working on b ee-keep­ 
ing sub jects, and Is availab le upo n 
application to the department 
while 
the supply lasts. 


Misso uri Demo nstratio n 
o n Reducing Chick Lo ss 
Thirty -two farms were used b y the 
poultry department of the Missouri 
university last y ear In a demonstra­ 
tion of method« of reducing the an­ 
nual losses ln raising chicka 
It la 
reported that these farms raised 88.7 
per cent of all the chicks hatched. 
This was an unusually good showing 
ss compared to a much heavier lose 
b y farms which were not to the dem­ 
onstration. 
Fiv e essentials were adhered to in 
the demonstrations, namely : 
hatch 
early , b rood each hatch separately fb r 
four weeks, range on fresh ground, 
feed b alanced rations constantly and 
separate pullets and cockerels.

that of ranging on fresh ground, had

In ab out 12 hours after 
giving this capsule feed a light slop 
containing a tab lespoonful of epsom 
salts, well dissolved,

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BETTY ROSS PETTICOAT 
STORY CALLED k MYTH 


Fayetteville, Ark., 
April 9.—The 
immortal petticoat of Betty Ross is 
due for the limbo of historical myths, 
if Dr. George E. Hastings, associate 
professor of English at the Univer­ 
sity of Arkansas, has his way. 
Dr. Hastings, 
in 
his book, 
“The 
Life and Works of Francis Hopkin­ 
son”, sings a requiem for Mrs. Ross’ 
famous 
petticoat, 
which 
tradition 
says was used to make the stripes for 
the first American flag. 
The book, 
which is to be published this spring 
by the University of Chicago Press, 
credits Hopkinson with having 
de­ 
signed the Stars and Stripes. 
Tradition has it that Betsy Ross 
was asked to make the first Ameri­ 
can flag for Gen. Washington.

families might be half free and half 
slaves and unhappy. 
The probable helplessness of eman­ 
cipated slaves caused him 
concern. 
He left instructions that they should 
be fed and clothed, and that the young 
should be taught some useful occu­ 
pation and to read and write. 
His personal body slave was Billy, 
who was bought in 1768 and who was 
with him in the Revolution. 
After 
the war, and before Washington was 
President, Billy, surveying with the 
general, fell and broke his kneecap. 
It injured him for life. 
He tried to 
go to New York with the President- 
jelect, but was unabie to complete the 
journey. 
Washington added this per­ 
sonal concern to his impending na­ 
tional cares, trying to gH Billy home 
in comfort while he went on. 
He was disquieted when South Car­ 
olina would not break with the slave 
trade. He was reserved, as President, 
when a Quaker representative asked 
him if he would 
support 
national 
abolition. He would not commit him­ 
self in a private conversation 
on 
a 
m atter which he thought might come 
to him as President. 
He convinced 
a Methodist minister he was 
thor­ 
oughly in accord with the principles 
of abolition.

La Fayette’s hope for the freedom of 
the blacks.

while the vast m ajority of the cotton 1 
area has at least a normal crop of 
weevil» according to a report of the 
United States D epartm ent of A gri­ 
culture issued March 30, 
from 
the 
experim ent station at Tallulah, La. 
The exam ination on which this report 
is based were marie to determ ine the 
survival of boll weevils in hiberna­ 
tion, and indicate th at 
the clim atic 
condition# so unfavorable to the boll 
weevil during the past 
two 
years 
have 
been 
largely 
overcome. 
Of 
couruse. these records only show the 
initial 
emergence of weevils 
from 
hibernation and the final factor in de­ 
term ining the dam age will b« 
the 
sum m er climatic conditions. 
Since another crop of cotton 
as 
large as th a t produced 
in 
the world 
last year ia likely to bring about low­ 
er prices, it would seem th at any fac­ 
to r which m ight tend to increase 
or 
reduce the production of cotton, if it 
could be foreseen before the planting 
season, would probably influence the 
acreage devoted to th at crop. 
Should 
weevil dam age generally 
over 
the 
South be normal this 
year, aa now 
seems likely, the consequent lessen­ 
ed production may mean a more fa ­ 
vorable m arket for the Missouri crop 
than would otherwise prevail.

The annual crop of ft colony of 
honeybees Is dependent upon ft con­ 
siderable number of factors, part deal­ 
ing with the activities of the bees and 
part resulting from the varloue ex­ 
ternal factor» Influencing the secre­ 
tion of nectar by the honey plants of 
the locality. 
W eather suitable for the 
secretion of nectar and the storing of 
It by the beef Is one of these Impor­ 
tant factors. 
Although the weather 
Is beyond the control of the beekeep­ 
er, a knowledge of the Influence of 
weather factors upon honey crop« in 
varions parts of the country will bo 
of great value In developing the beet 
beekeeping 
region 
of 
the 
United 
States. 
To gain this knowledge It la first 
of all neceaaary to keep certain col­ 
onies under observation, recording gt 
frequent and regular Interval» the 
weight of each, and recording such ac­ 
companying phenomena of the weath­ 
er as may reasonably be supposed to 
Influence either the secretion of nec­ 
tar or the activities of the beet. 
The 
results of making a careful record 
of this kind with two colonies of beeft 
at the bee culture laboratory of the 
bureau of entomology, and the mathe­ 
matical analysis of the records kept, 
are Included In United States Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture Bulletin No. 1880, 
“The Effect of W eather Upon the 
Change In Weight of a Colony of 
Bees During the Honey Flow,“ by 
; James I. Hambleton, aptculturlst tn 
j charge of the bee culture Investiga­ 
tions of the department. 
The bulle­ 
tin Is of technical Interest to beekeep­ 
ers and others working on bee-keep- 
lng subjects, and is available upon 
application to the departm ent while 
the supply lasts. 


Olieervations made at the Nebraska 
experiment station and reported In 
Bulletin 201 show that the order of 
spring frost resistance Is spring wheat, 
oats and barley. 
The Nebraska sta 
tlon agronomists suggest, therefore, j 
that the grain be seeded In that order. ( 
At the Nebraska station, at Lincoln, 
the best results have been secured b y : 
geedlng small grain during the last j 
week tn March or the first week In j 
April. 
Eastern Nebraska corresponds 
In season to much of Iowa and Illinois, 
and other middle-western states, and 
the Nebraska recommendations ought 
to be of Interest to farmers through­ 
out the Middle West. 
Results at the Nebraska station in 
dicate that the best rates of seeding 
per acre are eight to ten pecks for 
oats, six pecks for spring wheat and 
eight to ten pecks for barley. 
Little 
difference in yield was found between 
broadcasting and drilling. 
From the standpoint of using the 
grains as nurse crops, the average 
date of ripening Is of Interest. 
At the 
Nebraska station, barley has ripened 
earlier than any other spring grain, 
the average date for barley being from 
July 2 to 4. 
Early oats has, on the 
average, ripened about July 7, spring 
wheat about July 10 to 18, and late 
oats on July 14. 
When grown as a 
nurse crop, barley thus has an advan 
tage of severs! days over other spring 
grains. 
The Nebraska agronomists found 
that whenever a good quality of grain 
1« obtained from the threshing roa 
chine free of noxious weed seeds or I 
trash, fanning or grading is not re 
gsrded as Important in preparation for 
aeedlng.

A milk house on the dairy farm I 
properly fitted with separator, tester I 
hot and cold w ater and Ice box with I 
sink and drains Is a decided advan I 
tage to the dairyman, bat many of ns I 
are unable to afford such equipment I 
Many of us have milk bouses supplied I 
with well w ater but may not have I 
Ice. 
An Ice bouse with Ice supply Is I 
a tiling to look forward to but without 
one It is necessary to keep the cream I 
at a low tem perature until It is made I 
Into butter or taken to the creamery I 
If no milk house is on the farm, a I 
handy place can be fitted up for tem-1 
porary use In caring for the creain by | 
enclosing the windmill frame. 
The 
four posts make a good framework I 
for support and an opening can be I 
left for the rod to work through at the I 
top. 
This will keep the sun off and 
the runolng water will keep the place 
quite cool. 
The door should be kept I 
closed either by a spring or a weight 
on a rope so the wind will not whip It 
open. This little precaution will also 
avert the danger of leaving It open 
by carelessness and will help to keep! 
out the files. 
With a good floor and troughs ar j 
ranged for drainage it can be made 
quite sanitary. 
A tank can be ob 
talned having a lid, and large enough 
to set two or four large cream cans 
in. and by running the pipe directly 
from the pump lqto this tank then an 
other pipe from there out Into the 
stock tank the water will be kept cir­ 
culating and cool and keep the cream 
at u reasonably low7 temperature.

The subbase is attached to the 
panel by means of No. 0 wood screws 
one Inch long.

Tha Winding. 
Start the winding and wind on one 
turn. 
Make a loop In the wire—a 
loop about one Inch long—then wind 
on another turn and make another 
loop the same length.

Missouri Demonstration 
on Reducing Chick Loss 
Thirty-two farms were uaed by tha 
poultry departm ent of the Missouri 
university last year In a dem onstra­ 
tion of method« of reducing tha an­ 
nual losses tn raising chicks.

reported that these farms raised 88.T 
per cent of all the chicks hatched. 
Thla was an unusually good showing 
as compared to a much heavier loss 
by farm s which were not In the dem­ 
onstration. 
Five essential* were adhered to In

nam ely:

early, brood each hatch separately for 
four weeks, range on fresh ground, 
feed balanced rations constantly and 
separate pulieta and cockerela.

the demonstration.

Get Rid of Roundworms 
for Success With Pigs 
Success In raising pigs will depend 
to a great extent upon proper housing 
and freedom from parasites, especially 
roundworms, says W. C. Skelley, as­

New Jersey State Collage of Agricul­ 
ture. 
The roundworms can be controlled 
by the following treatm ent Withhold 
si) feed for about 18 to 24 hours and 
for 50 pounds of live weight give a 
capsule containing 2 grains santonin. 
2 grains calomel, and 5 grains sodium 
bicarbonate. Iu about 12 hours after 
giving this capsule feed a Ilght slop 
coutalntug a tablespoonful of epaotn 
aalta, well dissolved, 
for

pounds of live weight. 
Repeat this 
treatm ent in about 14 day* 
The housing need not be expensive, 
but should be kept clean and warm.
